In France, and in the rest of Western Europe, and in many other 
corners of the world, the desire for th* good

habitant* there have run out of cash with which to buy 
They have then 
own internal problems, quite sim ilar to those of Kngland 
On top of all this, the hritish pound is far out ol line. The British* 
government has tried to keep it "pegged'' at the official price of f l 01 so 
a pound— but you can buy it for a lot less in the black markets 
It is tar 
out of line, also, with other currencies in the curiency exchanges. 1 tie 
artificially high price of the pound mean 
disproportionately liigh prices 
for hritish goods 
Now, none of this could be said to be unexpected. These develop­ 
ments were all in sight four years ago. It was nevei in the mind of «he 
hritish government that it would be able to create the needed large 
foreign market out (if these scattered and impoverished areas 
Where was England looking to for her post wai m arkets? 
She was looking to Eastern Europe and R ussia -to the vast popula­ 
tions and territory now behind the ‘ iron Cuitain 
R ussia and her satellites were entirely agreeable 
They needed the 
goods England had in mind to export 
their own production was many 
years away from catching up to demand. Knglamt and R ussia stalled 
trade negotiations almost before the vxar was over, and they have had 
trade understandings ever since. 
hut here is the catch: When tin* Truman Mar-hall 
get tough 
policy 
towards R ussia was inaugurated a couple wt veai- ago, ¡t put England 
hopelessly in the middle. 
Implied by the Marshall Plan and the Atlantic R act as well, and 
clearly understood by the diplomats on both sides of the ocean is our 
requirement that England ‘‘bear down” on R ussia it she wants to continue 
receiving our aid 
Now England 
and especially her Labor-Socialist politicians com­ 
ing up for re-election 
badly need leady cash from I'ncle Sam. 
fhey 
don't dare tell us to keep our money in our pockets, and go ahead open­ 
ing ui» large scale trade with the R ussian zone

Iu all fairness, it is not an unreason ibie demand whit h our diplomats 
are making when they call on England to stav out of large s< lie busi­ 
ness with R ussia 
From the State Department point of view, it would be 
possibly fatal to this country if England and R ussia were to ‘ get to­ 
gether” independently of us. 
But here is where you come in 
When a means is found out of this 
dilemma, you almost certainly are going to have to pay foi it 
There is undercover talk, for example, that we "m ake room” in our 
markets for huge hritish shipments. 
If that happens, it simply means 
that the Americans who might have made those goods w ill lose their jobs. 
W ill you be one? 
There is talk too that perhaps th e'Latin Am erican countries could 
be called upon to absorb the expected British expoits 
If that is decided upon, you probably will be t aught going and com­ 
ing, In the first place, the goods which would be displaced won’t be, in 
the main, goods manufactured at the point ot consumption 
they will be 
largely goods we have been making, or are expecting to make, for ship­ 
ment to Latin-America. So again your job is iu danger 
hut on top of that, there is nisi uite wav that our State Department’s 
experts have ever invented to persuade foreign countries to buy some­ 
thing we want them to buy 
where they themselves aren't interested. 
That’s to offer to give them the money to pay fui ir And there’s wtieie 
you come in again 
it’s your earnings which will be taxed to give Latm- 
Americans money to pay for hritish-made goods 
Is t Ii is a tangled mess? 
Of course it is; 
hut it is one you ought to get acquainted with 
In 
a way, it’s your mess 
you paid for it, to begin with; and almost certainly 
are going to have to pay through the nose, over and again, before u 
I clears itself up.
